GRADUATE  SCHOOL  STAFF  CHANGES 

On  July  19  the  General  Administration 
Board  appointed  Lewis  H.  Rohrbaugh.as 
Director,-  Graduate  School,  to  succeed 
Eldon  Johnson  who  recently  resigned  to 
become  head  of  the  Department  of  Politi- 
cal Science,  'University  of  Oregon. 

Df.  Rohrbaugh,  Assistant  to  the 
Director  of  Personnel,  USDA,  only  re- 
turned to  this  country  in  July.  Since 
June  4,  1944,  he  had  been  on  leave  of 
absence' with  ' UNRRA,  serx’-ing  as  Deputy 
Chief  of  Mission  for  Finance  and  Admin- 
istration, of  the  UfiRRA  Mission  in 
Greece.  His  first  assignment  with  IINRRA 
had  been  as  Director  of  Personnel  for 
t^':e  Balkan  Mission, '’with  headquarters  in 
Cairo,  Egypt,  which  had  charge  of  UIJRRA 
actix^ities  in  Africa  and  the  Middle  and 
Near  East,  and  of  organizing  the  mis- 
sion which  was  sent  into  Axlbania,  Greece, 
and  Yugoslavia  as  the  enemy  xvas  forced 
out  of  those  countries.  Dr.  Rohrbaugh 
went  into  Greece  in  October  1944  as  part 
of  the  British  Army  which  drox^e  out  the 
Germans, 

Our  new  director  needs  no  introduc- 
tion to  the  faculty  of  the  GS  and  mem- 
bers of  USDA,  since  he  headed  the  GS 
from  March  1943-Mar©h  1944  (in  the 
absence  of  Dr.  Johnson)  and  has  also 
been  associated  with  the  Departm.ent  for 
several  years  in  various  capacities. 

Jasper  B.  Shannon,  Assistant  Director

r#ENTY-FIFTH  AdlNIVERSARY  OF  GS 

The  beginning  of  the  fall  term  on 
September  24  marks  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  Graduate  School.  Es- 
tablished in  1921,  by  Secretary  Henry  C. 
Wallace,  the  School  opened  with,  an  in- 
structional staff  of  10,  a curriculum  ■ 
consisting  of  10  courses,  and  215  stu- 
dents. Y/hat  a contrast  to  the  present 
day  set-up  - a curriculum  of  approxi- 
mately 200  courses  per  year,  a staff  of 
more  than  180,  and  an  enrollment  of 
5,500  (session  1944-1945). 

The  new  1945/46  catalogs  with  their 
attractix^e  format  in  red  and  ^white 
emphasize  the  School's  quarter-of-a-, 
csntur'.’  service  to  Federal  employees, 
illthough  only  one  catalog  containing 
complete  information  as  to  courses  and 
faculty  will  be  Published  this  year,  a 
bulletin  listing  the  meeting  time  of 
classes  for  the  fall  semester  is  novv 
available  and  a similar  pamrhlet  will  be- 
issxied  in  the  spring. 

A tv;enty-four  pag_e  publication  called 
"Gradijate  Bulletin,”  listing  all  the 
graduate  courses,  is  also  available  novf.

NEff  COURSES 

Of  interest  to  USDA  personnel, 
especially  in  view  of  its  recent  re- 
organization, is  a new  section  of  the 
Social  Sciences  entitled  "Agricultural 
Jferketing In  addition  to  three  or 
four  courses  formerly  offered  in  this 
field  - an  introductory  one  called 
"Elements  of  Agricultural  Maiieting" 
will  be  given  for  the  first  time  under 
the  instructorship  of  H.  M,  Southxvorth 
and  F.  B.  Waugh.  A more  advanced 
course,  "Problems  in  Agricultural 
iferketing, " will  be  taught  by  R,  O.Been 
with  the  assistance  of  subject  matter 
specialists. 

Several  new  courses,  emphazing  pro- 
blems of  the  post-war  period,  will  give 
GS  students  an  opportunity  to  study 
this  now  important  subject.  Mordecai 
Ezekial,  a vfell-knovm.  econom.ist  in.  the 
Department  offers  a year's  course  en- 
titled "Problem.s  of  Reconstruction  and 
full  employment,"  This  is  on  a purely 
graduate  level,  having  as  its  pre- 
requiste  a master's  degree  in  the  Social 
Sciences,  "Reconstruction  in  Germany" 
will  be  taught  by  Fritz  Morstein  Marx, 
Administrative  Analyst,  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  Another  course  of  significance- 
in  the  field  Qf  contem.porary  economics 
is  "Income,  Living  Standards  and 
Democracy,"  given  by  Ranier  Schickele, 

In  the  international  field,  Jean 
Pajus,  a Frerch  economist,  now  with 
FEA,  will  teach  on  the  topic  of  "Inter- 
national Economic  Controls." 

Those  who  are  considering  the  "back- 
to-the-farmj"  idea  will  find,  the  course 
"Introduction  to  Farming,"  offered,  by 
Earl  R.  Glover,  Commercial  Specialist, 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration, 
Food  Distribution  Program  Branch,  USDA, 
quite  helpful.

FACULTY  ADOPTS  NEff  STANDARDS 

At  a dinner  meeting  on  June  26,  Aaron 
J,  Brumbaugh,  Vice-President  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education,  gave  a 
concise. .and  informative  talk  on  "Factors 
Affecting  Post-war  Education,"  to  GS 
faculty  memhers  . 

A new  set  of  policies  governing 
grades  and  academic  standards  ’was  adopter 
at  the  same  meeting. 

Following  Dr.  Brumbaugh's  address, 

0,  Glenn  Stahl,  in  the  absence  of  Ed- 
Vv'ard  H.  Graham,  Chairmo.n  of  the  Committee 
presented  the  report  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards,  • 
Vigorous  'and  sometimes  heated  debate 
ens-ed  on  each  section  of  the  report, 
Yfith  several  modifications  the  report 
was  adopted,  to  becom^e  effective  for 
the  entire  School  beginning  with  the 
fall  semester.  The  major  changes  pro- 
vide introduction  of  a "Y\T"  or  "i;Tith- 
drawn"  to  replace  the  former  "Dropped", 
and  with  other  specified  uses;  tighten- 
ing up  on  requirements  for  "auditors"; 
fixed  attendance  requirements  for  under- 
graduates; discouragement  of  the  sub- 
sidization of  small  classes;  and  require 
ments  of  certain  objective  standards  in 
examining  and  grading. 

These  nev\r  policies  v/ill  be  important 
to  every  instructor  and  every  student,

The  largest  term  enrollment  in  the 
history  of  the  GS  v/as  recorded  during 
the  year  1944/45,  This  takes  into  con- 
sideration only  the  regular  fall,  spring 
and  summ.qr  sessions  and  excludes  special 
overlapping  sessions  for  wartime  pur- 
poses, Course  registrations  this  year 
totaled  7,615,  The  numher  of  individual 
students  was  5,639,  Di.iring  the  year  a 
faculty  numbering  185  individual  in- 
structors taught  a total  of  350  -courses, 
or  193  different  course  offerings  in 
eight  major  departments, 

VISITS  SOVIET  UNION 

Charles  E,  Kellogg,  Chief,  Division 
of  Soil, Survey,  Bureau  of 'Plant  Industry 
Soils,  and  Agricultural  Engine-ering,  and 
Chairman  of  the  GS  Depa rtment " of  Physi- 
cal Sciences,  recently  returned  from  a 
jubilee  session  of  the  Academy  of 
Science  (AJeademiia  Nauk)  of  the  USSR,  in 
recognition  of  its  two-hundred  and 
twentieth  anniversary.  Over  a hundred 
scientists  from  various  countries  of 
the  United  Nations  attended  as  guests  of 
the  Academy.  Dr.  Kellogg  v\ras  one  of  15 
invited  from  this  country. 

In  a talk,  under  GS  sponsorship,  to 
Department  members  on  August  23,  Dr. 
Kellogg  told  of  the  highlights  of  his 
airplane  journey  across  North  ‘Afr.ica, 
Palestine  and  Persia,  up  into  the.  Soviet 
Union  and  of  his  return  by  way  of 
Siberia  and  Alaska,  He  also  spoke  about 
the  effect  of  the  war  on  the  USSR;  the 
interest  and  attitude  of  the  Russian 
people  toward  scientific  work;  the 
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Victory  Day  Parades  viewed  from  the 
Tribune  over  Lenin's'  Tombj  the  formal 
banquets,  especially  the  one  given  by 
Generalissimo  Stalin;  the  Russian  edu- 
cational system  whereby,  any.  one  with 
ability,  regardless  of  financial  status 
mig^.  receive  as  much  education  as  de- 
sired; and  the  Russian  people  them- 
selves - their  attitude  toward  us  and 
their  hospitality.

State  and  county  agricultural 
committees,  programs  dealing  directly 
with  farm.ers . It  also  includes  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  the 
Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation."
